‘Syrian plan

Syria has worked out a formula 
for cooperation between Jordan 
and the Palestine Liberation Orga- 
nization in a move to heal their 
five-year-long rift, Betrut’s “Al- 
Moharrer” newspaper reported yes- 
terday. 

The newspaper, which has close 
connections with the PLO, said 
that under the formula Jordan 
would provide the sabotage more- 
ment with nine “inactive bases" 
provided these were placed under 
the command of the Palestine 
Liberation Army — a semi-regular 
force which Jordan nad allowed to 
remain on its territory after the 
1970 and 1971 showdowns with the 
terrorist organizations. The paper 
said the new bases would not be 
allowed to carry out operations 
against Israel. 

“Al-Moharrer” added that Jordan 
will also allow the PLO to estab- 
ish offices in the East Bank “for 
unified information, medical services, 
and offices for the occupied terri- 
tories and the families and child- 
ren of the martyrs.” 

No comment was made available 
in Jordan on the report. 

However, in an interview with 
Beirut’s “Al-Hawadeth” weekly, 
King Hussein yesterday said that 
the role of the PLO has not been 
taken up in the recent coordination 
talks between Jordan and Syria. 

Hussein nevertheless said that 
Jordan and the PLO could possibly 
“establish a constructive dialogue 
that would give fruitful results if 
the aim is in effect to serve the 
(Arab) cause.”

Rabbis Eliezer Goldschmidt, Shaul 
Yisraeli and Mordechai Eliahu ruled 
that the lower court's ruling was 
valid according to the Halacha —

Good year for Shemen 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 


HAIFA. — The Shemen Works 
report a favourable financial year 
for 1974, with sales, including those 
of its affiliates, at IL254m. compared 
with 11148m. for 1973. Most of the 
difference, though, can be attributed 
to devaluation, inflation and price in- 
creases. due to cancellation of 
Government subsidies on basic con- 
sumer goods like edible oil, 
margarine, flour, sugar and oilcake 
(kouspa). . 


Another part of the increase is 
derived from three smail, affiliated 
companies which Shemen has ac- 
quired: Ratzif, Ofek and Phantom, 
all of which make specialized paper 
products. Real gains, as distinct 
from rising figures, amount to about 
35 per cent, the report says. 


The older Shemen affiliates are 
Mata (food products), Helen Curtis 
(beauty care), the Beersheba Flour 
Mill, the Jerusalem Paper Products 
and a one-third holding in the Afula 
sugar factory. {Shemen and its sub- 
sidiaries are part of the Koor Food 
and Consumer Products Division 
whose combined sales in 1974 ran 
close to IL500m., including $6.5m. 
‘worth of ‘exports. )

gross profit of IL46.3m., or 18.2 per 
cent of the turnover, compared with

THE RECOMMENDATIONS of the Ben-Shahar committee, 
when published, were greeted with an approval bordering on 
enthusiasm — owing to their universality.

‘Punitive income tax on big earnings does not prevent luxury 
living, because all the owner of capital has to do if he wants 
ready cash is sell an asset (shares, for example). Since asset 
values tend to rise, the profit was hitherto not taxed heavily, 


for fear that such an impost might introduce rigidity into 


business and investments. 

The new formula is neat and flexible. Just as wages are 
linked to the index but (since the Sussman committee recom- 
mendations this week) not altogether, so capital gains are 
linked to the index, but not altogether (10 per cent of the 
linkage will he taxed). And just as the new tax scale applies 


to real wages (because a nominal wage increase does not push 


the employee into 2 higher tax bracket), so the tax scale 
applies to real capital gains too. 
The investor is jess well-off than before, which brmgs him 


to greater equality with the wage-earner, who should not be — 


worse off than before. One thing is important under the present 
conditions of economic crisis: that nobody should be better off 
than before. 

That is why the journalists’ strike threat is premature. It 
is true that they have legitimate working expenses (on cars, 
telephones and purchase of newspapers) which have hitherto 


been tax-exempt and will now be taxable. On the other hand 
the tax charged on their pay is lower than before. The new 


benefit compensates, at least in part, for the loss of the old. 

It would be sensible to try out the new system first and see 
how it works. If it is found that net take-home pay has 
declined, there will be something to negotiate about with the 
employers. But the newsmen’s strike was announced before 
the law was even passed. The Tel Aviv branch of the Jour- 
nalists Association approved the walkout by au overwhelming 
majority of those present yesterday, before the Knesset voted. 
(The Jerusalem and Haifa branches meet today.)

An aliya plan with a difference 


PASSION AND PRAGMATISM 
have brought Aaron Kahan here 
with a comprehensive plan for 
Aliya from the United States, 
based on “re- ing the an- 
cient tradition of the Oleh Regel, 
or pilgrim." His proposal, now 
considered by the Aliya 
Centre in the U.S., is the result of 
many years of involvement in 
Jewish affairs — as a U.S. Army 
chaplain in World War IZ, head 
of D.P. camps in northern 
Austria, initiator of the Israel 
Bonds Organization in Latin 
America, Europe and Canada, 
settler in Israel and — once 
again — Bonds organizer. 

His passion is a desire for the 
well-being of Jews in their own 
land, and the belief that im- 
migration is a personal matter 
dependent on feelings of 
closeness to the ‘family’ of 
Israel, to its culture and religion 
more than to political Zionism. 
‘He frequently uses the metaphor 
of courtship and marriage to ex- 
press the development of the im- 
migrant’s attachment to Israel. 

His pragmatism telis him 
most Americans will not bring 
out the candy and flowers and 
set to work unless the courtship 
is organized by persons familiar 
with the institutions of American 
Jewry, who know which words of 
encouragement and which cir- 
cumstances will gradually in- 
crease the involvement. 

A tall, strapping American, 
Rabbi Kahan folded himseif into 
a chair at The Jerusalem Post 
this week and delivered the 
details: 

He calls the first stage of his 
programme ‘‘Oleh Regel 
Lanoar,”’ ‘Youth Pilgrimage," a 
summer in Israel for young peo- 
ple of about 16 who are 
celebrating their year of Confir- 
mation, a graduation for 16- 
year-olds held at Shavuot. (This 
is a practice introduced in syn- 
agogues to maintain the young 
people’s interest-.in things 
Jewish beyond preparation 
merely for the Bar and Bat Mitz- 
va ceremonies.) : 


. Now that the ceremony has 
acquired the universality of Bar 
Mitzva, Rabbi Kahan suggests 
giving it deeper. meaning 

the Oleh Regel Lanoar. 
With the synagogue as the hub, 
students would prepare for a trip 
to Israel by studying a specially 
designed text about the country. 
The Rabbi or teacher who guides 
them in preparation would ac- 
company the youths in small 
groups on their trip. - 

The programme in Israel 
would consist of ἃ series of en- 
campments at -historic sites, 
where participants, joined by 
Israeli youth, would recreate the 
appropriate ‘‘happening."’ They 
would receive symbolic memen- 
tos of each place they had 
visited, and the climactic 
ceremony could be held at the 
Western Wall. — ἢ ; 

Eventually the Aliya trip could 
include stopovers to visit or pick

Sir, — I have long felt that the 
Public statements by Breira have 
about them a sort of ‘‘Alice-in- 
Wonderland" unreality. They 
assume that were the Israelis only to 
be more flexible, the Arabs would 
make peace and children would not 
die at Kiryat Shmona and Ma'‘alot. I 
felt it arrogant for those living in 
safety far from the anguish of siege 
and terror to preach platitudes of 
Peace. It is the Israelis who must 
bear the consequences of any deci- 
sion they make, not we. They alone 
have the solitude of sacrifice. Since 
Israel is indeed an open, democratic 
society, where a wide spectrum of 
opinions are heard and debated and 
where minority political parties 
function — it is fatuous of American 
Jews to preach trom a distance to 
Israel on ways to peace. 

But though I found the rhetoric of 
Breira fatuous, I have never wanted 
to have them suppressed. For we 
American Jews, too, live in an open, 
democratic society. Within the 
Jewish community differing 
opinions also may be heard. The 
American Jewish community is 
bright enough to tolerate their non- 
sense. However at the very time that 
Rabin was coming to Washington to 
Plead concerning pressures the 
American President was placing on 
Israei, Breira placed adver- 
tusements calling on Israel in effect 
to submit to American pressures 
and, further, to negotiate with the 
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Palestinians. These advertisements 
were not placed in the Anglo-Jewish 
press, but in the ‘National 
Observer" and the ‘New Republic.”

THE PROPOSAL for a Jewish un- 
iversity in Jerusalem was first put 
forward neither by Dr. Leon 
Mandelstamm in 1880 (as suggested 
in the Hebrew University's jubilee 
issue of Scopus"), nor by Prof. Her- 
mann Schapira in 1882, writes Dr. 
Kurt Grunwald, one of our veteran 
readers and contributors. 

The idea was suggested in 1879 by 
an early non Jewish Zionist, Hdward 
Cazalet (1812-1883). Cazalet, a 
“British . industrialist, had returned 
from a business visit to Russia deep- 
ly affected by the plight of the Jews 
there. In a pampblet on ‘‘The 
Eastern Question’, published in 
1878, he proposed a British protec- 
torate over Palestine and large 
development schemes for the 
employment of a mass Jewish im- 
migration. 

When Caralet stood for Parlia- 
ment in 1879, he published his elec- 
tion platform in ea pamphlet entitled 
i! ‘s Policy in the East: Our 
Relations with Europe and the 
Future of Syria." In addition to his 
previously published ideas, he in- 


cluded a railway to run from the/: read: 


Mediterranean coast to the 
Euphrates Valley and as 2 crown- 
ing achievement, a Jewish Univer- 
sity in Jerusalem.

An intermission spliced the 
programme featuring a children‘a 
poem about a little hoy who gets 
into trouble by following a ghost 
he spots on the street. The editors 
seemed to be undercutting

aan Greck vases have a definite front 
and back and are designed lo be seen, 
ideally though not necossarily, from 
the en face position, Merhay takes ag 
her point of departure the bagic 
symmetry of the vase even when 
analyzing designa which nevertheleas 
proceed around {t. She also 
demonatratcs that the Greok 
designers, while reconelling (their 
figures with the bulbous shape of the 
vase, used a unit of proportion similar 
to that found in Greek sculpture and in 
the vases applied [t in α flat plane, just 
4a we sce It rather more easily ina flat 
photugraph: for that was basically 
what the Attic spectator saw from the 
"ideal" frontal position too. 

Her speelal achievement, I think, is 
showing how al! the animals and 
heraldic devices in the banda running 
around early Corinthian vases con- 
formed to a set of pattern rules that 
covered not only geometrical 
relationships to each other and the 
vase but alao to the diatribution of 
colour and alternating up-and-down 
rhythm of the animals’ backs. These 
become visually evident in the presen- 
tation and are fully explained In a fine 
catalogue (marred only by a few mis- 
prints in the numbers of the splendid 
illustrations). 

Merhav's demonstration of the 
lclangular geometry underlying the 
design and stance of the figures in At- 
Uc amphorae of the Sixth and Fourth 
Centurics B.C.E. 15. even morc 
dramatic and perfectly well founded. 
She shows how the basio unit of sculp- 
tural measure gives the key points of 
the Theseus figure, except for the 
head, where the helmet is included 
hecaunc of the distortion caused by tho 
recession to the vase neck (the Greeks 
knew all about allowing for visual dis- 
tortions, viz; the varying distances 
hetween the eclumns of the facade of 
the Parthonon, which appear identical 
when viewad from mid-point). Sho 
also demonstrates that tho centre of 
Rravity faa in many classical sculp- 
tures! paases through doth sides of the 
leg to the hip and thence through the 
heart and ear, the “heart point™ belng 
the centre of concentric circles (with 
the basle unit as radius) passing 
through the navel; and Its diametor 
serving as a bigger radius clir- 
cumscribing the main contours of the 
figure, helmet, shield and sword. The 
equilateral triangles of the vertical 
composition are related to measuring 
points placed equidiatant In the 
decoration of the band on which the 
(gures stand. 


WITHOUT wishing in any way to 
detract from this perceptive and ac- 
curate analysis, it muat be sald that It 


can not anly be taken somewhat 
further, but that its principles have 
been evident to major artists and their 


been my belief that the Renaissance — 
the rebirth of Greek Ideals of beuuty In 
Hallan and Flemish art — was essen- 
tlally a rodiacovery of Greek 
geometry tn figure composition. Italy 
was once ‘flooded’’ with Greek 
amphorac and kratera (still being ox- 
cavated there) and they, together with 
the written canons of Greek 
mathematicians, must have been the 
source of the early discoveries of 
Masaccio and their revival in the 
works and notebooks of Leonardo and 
in the sculpture of Donatello and 
Michelangeio. 

From the (igurea at Relma and Jan 
van Eyck's ‘Mystic Lamb’ in Ghent, 
to Velazqueth’a studio compositions, 
to El Greco's mystics, Rembrandt's 
“Night Watch,"' through Rubens, 
Lovis Corinth, Corot, Monet, Picaaso, 
and Frank Stella, Greek triangular 
geometry, coupled with the use of the

If Rivka Merhav's fine show can be 
kept in toto, the Museum might also 
consider adding to it a similar graphic 
analysis of severa) paintings from its 
classica] collection, particularly ita 
(ine littie geometrically-organized 
Corot, plus another work containing a 
triangulated figure group. Might f also 
have tho temerity to suggest that the 
Greck analysis be carried a little 
further.

RAY AH REDLICH, a lecturer at the 
Bezatel Academy, is showing what she 


calls “political art" In the Artlats 
House Mezzanine (until! July 22). The 
political clement [8 so mild and the art 
so clementary thal one may well 
wonder If the Utle Is deserved. 
Redlich‘s main piece consists of about 
100 ceramic figurines In two long 
ranks, half of them representing 
soldlers, halt clvitians, most of the 
latter facing the soldiers. The 
figurines are rudimentary and all the 
faceless soldiers are cast from the 
same mould; the reaction of the 
civillang varies. Well, so what? Aren‘t 
we all aware that it's better to be a 
civilian than to spend a quarter of our 
lives in unlform?

LOOKING BACK over the paat couple 
of years, It has become apparent that 
the Itallan Embassy's Cultural 
Inatilute has done more to promote Its 
country's heritage and {ta national ar- 
Uste than most other foreign In- 
stitutions in Israel. Dr. Marco Miele, 
the Embassy's energetic and im- 
aginative Cultural Counaeilor, has

atmosphere. Thia month, In addition 
to a large exhibition now in prepara- 
(devoted to 1Kth century etchings 
and architectural Rome), 
a show of conte 
ia heing presented at the Tel Aviv 
Museum, King Saul Bivd. 

Scanning the 129 prints (published 
by Editalia of Rome) by 37 artists, a 
vague paticrn emerged, based on 
overall technical competence coupled 
with varied images containing 
minimal drawing and deflated colour 
expression --- all In all, a conservative 
showing. 


GIUSEPPE CAPOGROSSI, who died 
in 1972, developed a decorative 
graphic atyle submerged in repetitive, 
quasl-inguistic signs, organized 
Around clearly stated colours, 
sometimes muted but often registered 
In n combination of bold, blood-red 
and deep, cool, black. A favourite 
symbol, the truncated hand form, is 
presented here in fine Mithographic 
variations from the album “In Hoe 
Signo," confirming his inventiveness 
and design abilities. 
Also devoted to a hard-edge ap- 
roach are RENATO SPAGNOLI, 
ICHELANGELO CONTE and 
UMBERTO CASOTTI. Each utilizes a 
rich palette to dissect geometric con- 
figurations, the most interesting being 
Spagnoli’s untitled !ltho (No. 116), a 
quiet, tantalizing, grey-on-grey 
counterpoint composition that 
vibrates with kinetic Ilusioniam. 
AFRO (BASADELLA) shows earth- 
toned prints influenced by the fluid 
human motion and lyricism of 
abstract expressionism. Similarly, 
but more diaphanous, akin to Morris 
Loula, are PIERO DORAZIO'S 
lithographs. Hia trailing vells of 
transparent pure colours are over- 
printed to create mildor tertiary tones 
which inject spacial and chromatic 
dimension Into his compositions. 
LUIGI BOILLE and SADUN, like 
Tobey and Monet, play with linear 
movement and light, filling large 
sheets with mercurial dots, lines or 
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Oapogrossi: lithograph, (Tet Aviv 
Museum), 


yanspicuoud brush marks. Bollle's 
nts are a bit resteietive and aolemn- 
ly coloured in contraat to Sadun's lucid 
palette and open impulsive drawing, 
coordinated to dlucharge a shimmer:

Three black-and-white ctchings by 
MARINO MARINI and an Illustrative 
litho by MANZU do not come up to the 
expected level of these two excellent 
sculptors.

THD ART of our time attempts to be 
communicative. It Is lesa finite, con- 
cerned with what art can be about, of 
making diacoverles, of direct involve- 
ment with nature, or, on the other hand, 
total uninvolyement of the artist in his 
own creation. These are the concepts 
that drive most of the "YOUNG 
ISRAELI ARTISTS" exhibiting at the 
Julic M. Gallery this month. But 
because of a desire to be way out anda 
tinge of precociousneas, the com- 
municative aspect of thelr art form 
has, in most cases, become in- 
coherent. Also, a complete disasaocia- 
on from forging an ‘artistic’ 
product makes one wonder !f alms and 
objectives have been duly considered. 

In this kind of exhibit, where three 
or four cryptically scrawled words 
stand 85 painting, or clumally strewn 
mesh replaces sculptura} mass, the 
artista should be obliged to literally 
describe intentions and procedures to 
thetr public. Instead, we are engulfed 
In a nihillaiic performance and left 
to our own conclusions and devices. 
There [8 IIttle to praise in this oxhibit 
except the group’s headstrong drive to 
change things (or to emulate thelr In- 
fluential Instructors). 

If cach were to mount a solo exhibit 
8 poaltive chemistry might bubble, but 
ΔΊ such characters, {πὸ John Giipin 
riding off In all directions, make for 
annoyance and frustration.

A HIGHLY-PLACEHD source in 
Jerusalem, thoroughly conver-

With U.S. dependence on im- 
ported of] now at 22 per cont and 
still rising, and with massive un- 
employment and steep inflation 
still threatening the cconomy, 
President Ford cannot afford a 
renewed oll embargo. Hencc his 
determination to have an Israel- 
egypt acttiement, even if he must 
squeeze Israel a little in order to 
achieve it. 

Professor Robert W. Tucker 
agrees with this assessment of Ad- 
ministration policy — though he 
by no means agrees with the 
policy. He, too, believes that oil Is 
uppermost In the minds of Ford 
and Kissinger when they ap- 
pronch the Middle East problem. 

“They profess to fear a super- 
power confrontation — and, in- 
deed, for Kissinger such a con- 
frontation would be disastrous, 
since détente is all he has left..." 
But that fear, says Tucker, is 
secondary to thelr fear of an Arab 
oll embargo. 

Prof. Tucker, an international 
lawyer turned political scientist, 
saw his name leap to international 
prominence last January in the 
wake of an article he published in 
“Commentary” entitled "Oil: The 
Iasue of American Intervention.” 
He did not directly advocate an 
American military take-over of 
the Arabian coast of the Persian 
Gulf; he merely discussed the 
feasibility of such action and 
countered the military, moral, 
politica! and economic arguments 
that had been advanced against it. 

Two days after the piece 
appeared, ‘Business Week" 
published the famous Kissinger 
interview, in which the Secretary 
warned that the U.S. would use 
force in the event of its 
*‘atrangulation’’ by the oll 
producers. A similar warning was 
voiced by President Ford later in 
January, and there have been 
several subsequent statements by 
Messrs. Ford, Kissinger and 
Defence Secretary Schlesinger in 
the same vein. 


INTERVIEWED this week In 
Jerusalem (he was here for the 
symposium on U.S. foreign policy 
at the Hebrew University's 
Leonard David Institute for Inter- 
national Relations), Prof. Tucker 
modestly disclaimed any in- 
fluence on the Administration's 
decision to rattle its sabre, poin- 
ting out that Dr. Kissingor’s 
“Business Week" interview must 
have been written before his own 
“Commentary" article appeared. 

Most observers believe, 
however, that Tucker's articlo, 
and the heated reaction to it, did 
have a significant effect on think-, 
ing in Washington, and certainly 
lent a measure of credibility to the 


official threats and warnings: 


uttered later, These, says Tucker 
himself, ‘have had some effect’ 
on the producer-states, ‘though I 
wouldn't want to exaggerate it.” 

Given America’s Intense desire 
to achleve an interlm Middle East 
settlement, Tucker says, ‘Israel 
has little choice but to go along 
with it.” The vital question for

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bargain with Washington and 
what it can get from the U.S. by 
way of compensation for relin- 
quishing strategic assets. 

To Tucker, linking the broader 
question of oll to the specifics of 
the Arab-Israel conflict is mis- 
guided and, moreover, saps 
America's will to tackle the 
broader question. In a follow-up 
article on ‘‘Oll and Force" in the 
March issue of "Commentary" he 
wrote: 

“It is unfortunate (the term is 
utterly Inadequate, though 1 can 
find no other) that the larger 
issues raised by the oil crisis can- 
not be discussed in isolation trom 
the Arab-Israeli conflict, since 
these issues have a transcendent 
significance of thelr own and 
would have arisen in the absence 
of the State of Israel. Those who 
view the Arab-Israeli conflict as 
the principal cause of, and accor- 
dingly the key to, the oil crisis 
betray naiveté and disregard — or 
ignorance — of contemporary 
hiatory that can only be wondered 
at." 

The Administration's linking of 
the Middle East conflict to the of] 
issue is symptomatic of a wrong: 
headedness which, Tucker 
charges, pervades the Ad- 
ministration’s whole approach to 
the issue. 

“They have put thelr money on 
a bank of conservative states 
which they think they can keep 
conservative," he says scornfully. 
"This policy is based on a huge 
risk — because these are intrin- 
sically unstable states." 

Moreover, cven now, 
their conservative regim

America’s concern over the Middle East is rooted 
largely in fear of oil blackmail, says Prof. ROBERT 
. He tells DAVID LANDAU how the U.S. 
could counter by holding out the prospect of force. 
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and Iran — are by no means as 
cooperative with the U.S. as the 
Administration makes belleve. 
While the out-and-out radicals 
such as Algeria and Libya are. 
“producing like mad,"' the Saudis, 
Tucker points out, have aut down 
their production from nearly nine 
million barrels a day to under six 
million, and they pian to cut down 
atitl further. The Saudis’ reputa- 
tion for ‘‘moderation,” fostered 
by Washington, is a myth, he 
asserts. ‘If the Saudis are 
‘moderatés’ — who needs ex- 
tremists...?" 

It 15 madness," he continues, 
for America to base its ol) policy 
on states of this kind and to supply 
them with elaborate weapons 
systema, because ultimately these 
states’ present — and potential — 
regimes are beyond Washington's 
control. 


TUCKER'S own solution is simply 
stated: “We must build up U.S. 
military power in the Guilt.” As in 
his articles, though, he atops short 
of actually advocating American 
armed intervention. 

**My eartier essay,’ he wrote in 
March, "wag not a clarion call to 
go to war tomorrow." His alm in 
both articles was to provoke dia- 
cussion of the military option as a 
realistic alternative. Even his 
sharpest critics were careful nat 
to rule out the use of force against 
the ofl states under any cir- 
cumstances. The dispute between 
himself and his adversaries — 
whether or not they admitted it or 
even realized it — was in degree, 
not in kind. 

The very contemplation of the 
use of forae would not have been 


‘thad the U.S. said ‘no‘ to Iran and 
to the Saudis right at the start. 

* “A firm ‘no’, spelt N O, with a 
line thrown in about ‘incalculable 
consequences’ would have been 
effective back in early 1973, when 
the oil crisis was already un- 
mistakably shaping up. 


“Unfortunately, we gave clear 
Indications that we would do just 


the opposite. The Federal Govern- 


ment and the oil companies com- 
misaioned studies during 1973 to 
determine the maximum price 
that America could afford to pay 


for its of]. All the studies which 


were published pointed to a figure 
of between $9 and $11 per barrel." 

The Arabs' eventual choice of a 
figure within this range was 
neither arbitrary nor fortuitous, 
Tucker says. 

In the early months following 
the October boycott, the U.S. reac- 
tion was one of ‘'stunned disbelief 
and considerable disarray.'' The 
measures which the Administra- 
tion did eventually initiate were 
too little and too late. The Inter- 
national Energy Agency, with Its 
$25b. safety net to aid suffering 
allies, has still today not been 
‘“‘consummated.'" Domestic 
Policies ‘‘could blunt’? the oil 
weapon, but the Administration's 
efforts have been stymied by the 
Congress and there is basically 
“no national will to take really 
drastic measures." 


PROF. TUCKER dismisses the 
soothing prognoses that have been 
made by some experts with the 
effect of further. lulling the U.S, 
and insulating public opinion from 
the magnitude and danger of the 
oll problem. He favours the more 
ominous soothsayers. 

The leading U.S. oil expert, 
Walter Levy, in his most recent 
estimate, forecast an oil revenue 
surplus of some $450b. for the 
OPEC atates by the end of 1980. 
But even accepting a less horren- 
dous estimate, says Tucker, it 
cannot be denied that the oil 
producers will soon be able to 
“shake the world economle 
system" at will. “They could 
throw Britain into panic tomorrow 
if they wished. To assume that 
this wealth will not one day be 
translated into political power is 
ridiculous." 

What is left for the U.S. to do at 
this late stage? In addition to 
more energetic conservation 
measures, the Administration 
could force the oil companies not 
to cooperate with OPEC ("though 
I sometimes think it would be 
easier to invade the Gulf than to 
come to grips with the oil com- 
panies..."*). This would force the 
oil-producing states to make thelr 
own direct allocations to con- 
sumers, and any boycott or dis- 
crimination would quickly be ex- 
posed. 

"Of course, this assumes," 
Tucker saya pointedly, ‘'that we 
are ready to take tough action 
against discriminatory measures 
by a producer"! — which, of 
courac, is his point of departure. 

“Pucker’s examination of 
America's military option in the 
Gulf is Jn the nature of an exten- 
sion of hia academic preaccupa- 
tion with the use of military power 
in general, and the growing 
restrainta which modern con- 
ditions seem to be Imposing on it. 

Ideally, Tucker favours ἃ con- 
traction of U.S. commitments 
overseas and ἃ greater shoulder- 
ing of the defence burden by the 
other centres of power in the 
Weat. 

"If the Europeans would make 
one-third of the effort the Israclis 
make — they'd positively terrify 
the Russians," he declares. (But 
even If Eurepe were to assert 
itself, he points out, its deterrent

would not extend to the Middle 
East or to the Gulf.) 


THE WIDHELY-HELD view thet 
the use of force is a declining 
phenomenon in our world “should 
be taken with a large grain of 
salt,” Tucker advises. The Middle 
East offers one obvious proof of lts 
apeciousness, but Tucker cites 
broader considerations to in- 
validate this theory. 

Some acholara have argued that 
nuclear power Itself Is “useless 
because uynusable.'' Tucker 
belfeves It has had, and continues 
to have, a major role of restraint 
and conatraint upon policy. Some 
argue that large states are 
nowadays loth to use force against 
smaller states because It offends 
the “egalitarian ethos" and is 
therefore unpopular. Tucker con- 
siders this theory, too, simplistic, 
and attributes it to the impact of 
the Victnam war. 

But.the reluctance to con- 
template the use of force has 
affected the U.S. to only ἃ limited 
degree, Tucker believes, as the 
Mayaguez Incident --- and public 
reaction to it in America — clear- 
ly showed. 

Public opinion in the U.S. he in- 
sists, has remained basically con- 
sistent In its attitude to the use of 
force. There ia ‘‘a large measure 
of public reliance on the Presiden- 
tial exercise of executive 
authority.” There was not much 
change in the initial reaction of 
the American people between 
Korea and Vietnam. 


Granted there was a significant 
weakening of anti-Communiat 
feeling as a result of the détente,’ 
which Tucker traces back to the 
Johnson presidency, ‘It takes a 
sophisticated mind to see that 
Soviet power does atlil pose a 
threat — despite détente."' The 
problem has been aggravated by 
Nixon's — and Kissinger's — in- 
tensifying détente, and extending 
it to China. 

But the opposition to the Viet- 
nam war grew from within the 
numerically small but vocal and 
articulate intelligantsia, says 
Tucker. It fed on America's in- 
ability to win a military victory 
and swelled into a national con- 
sengus against the war becauze of 
‘an axiomatic public reaction to 
an expenditure of blood and 
treasure" which waa patently not 
producing the desired results, 

The post-Vietnam trauma, with 
its instinctive recoil from the 
‘thought of an overseas involve- 
ment, could well be a passing 
phase, Tucker. cautions. It need 
not necessarily spell a permanent 
American reluctance to use force 
abroad again in similar οἷν: 
cumstances. 


HE ACCUSES Kissinger of 
allowing his policy of dual détente 
to stagnate in recent years. The 
breakthrough to China in 1971-2 
was never adequately followed 
up, he chargea. The criticiam is 
levelled directly at the Secretary, 
since Nixon was effectively 
paralysed by Watergate during 
1978-4, 

An adequate follow-up should 
have included a pointed abandon- 
ment of Taiwan after Chiang Kal- 
shek's death, Tucker believes. 
This would have facilitated a 
closer U.8.-China relationship — 
and left the Soviets feeling con- 
aiderably more uncomfortabje. 
Tho result: further constraints 
upon Soviet adventurism in such 
artas as the Middle Haat. The un- 
derlying thesis of the dual détente 
was to have been a ‘'subtle psy- 
chological" play-off of the Sovieta. 
Kissinger, however, Tucker says, 
has not exploited the opportunities 
but has let them slide. 7

Professor Davis is very cynical 
about Israeli work habits. He

three impartial witnesses, provid- 
ed he {gs a bachelor with no 
dependents, and is completely fit, 
physically and mentally, 

Apart from the other surprises 
in the book, there are some frank 
sex scenes, with shrowd obser- 
vations on premature ejaculation 
and the fear of impotence among 
sabras. 

Everybody who knowa 
Jerusalem, I suspect, will treat 
the novel as & puzzle as well os a 
story, and will try to fit real 
names to the characters. Robson, 
I suspect, is the late Professor 
Berman, the pediatrician; 
Kremer 1s Davis himself; the 
heroic driver Menashe is Ben- 
jamin Adin; the villainous Reuben 
Nachman — but identification of 
this unsavoury character would 
be defamatory. Professor Davis is 
Hable to find his immense pop- 
warity among his colleagues wan- 
ing as they identify themselves or, 
even worse, if they think that they 
are not included in the novel at all. 

The story is written in 
breathless, staccato prose, as if 
the novelist is fearful the case will

LAST FRIDAY'S HORROR in 
Zion Square in Jerusalem was not 
new to this city. Its senseless 


‘evil is familiar, with the deaths 
.of Arabs and Jews, Jordanians as 


well as Israelis. That is co- 
existence, Israel style. We. are 
also conscious by now that the 


world is sated with horror, Bomhs' 


in Ireland that areas regular as 
church services and visits to the 
Sad + random shooting in the U.8,; 

idnapping for ransdm In. Italy; 
murder threats and. political 
blackmail in Uganda by a jokey 
giant who apparently only wants 
the British Queen to treat him asa 
friend and equal, and sees nothing 
wrong with holding an elderly 
British lecturer hostage for such 
favours. We ‘no longer expect 
much outrage on the part of a 
world rendered deaf by the sound 
of shots and: bombs used against 
civilians, often for no olear 
reason. 

In hia Knesset statement: this 
week, Prime Minister Rabin 
appealed to world conscience only 
briefly. But he spoke with sharp 
irony of the growing tendency to 
appeasement in the UN, which is 
now favourably considering the 
application of the Arab murder 
organizations to take part in the 
conference on the.prevention of 
terrorism due to be held in Toron- 
to. If it had not been a heavy- 
hearted moment he might have 
added that at least the PLO men 
could appear there as technical 
experts. 

Sorrow and anger will give us 
the strength and persistence to 
fight this enemy, he said. 
It will take more than 
strength and persistence to 
prevent terrorism directed 
at random targets. And it 
can be no more than cold comfort 
to figure that the growing in- 
differonce of the world to mass 
murder also means that the 
political effect of terroriam has 
been sharply reduced. In the daya 
when an act of Arab terrorism 
regularly produced an outburst of 
righteous indignation in, say, the 
“‘Manchoster Guardian", the out- 
burst was as regularly followed by 
philosophical advice. Before poo- 
ple could be driven to such terri- 
ble decds, the paper would opine, 
they must have suffered terribly, 
such barbarism was intolerable in 
the civilized’ world, and Israel 
must therefore find some way of 
appeasing this burning anger. 
(That was before 1967, before 
there was the simplistic solution 
of going back to the 1967 borders.) 
Now even the ‘'Guardian" no 
longer has any illusions that the 
world is civilized, is no longer 
greatly outraged by bombs near 
or far. 

There was little left for Haim 
Landau (Likud) to add on the sub- 
ject. He preaches counter-attack, 
not at random, but directed at the 
terrorist bases. As there had been 
a counter-attack of preciscly this 
character on PLO bases in the 
Lebanon by the time the Knesset 
statement was made, all he could 
ask for was more of the same, 
more attacks on a larger scale, 
which 15 scarcely an oppositionist 
attitude, 

Reminders that the terrorists 
enjoy the full support of the Arab 


countries with respect to arma, 
bases and political support came 
from both Moshe Dayan, former 
Defence Minister, and Aharon 
Yariv, former Chief of Military 
Intelligence. ἢ : 
Dayan sald ‘We must not forget 
that the terrorists who claim 
¢redit for these acts enjoy the 
‘biessing and aid ofthe Arab 
-statea, and also their. agreement 
that they (the terrorists) speak in 
the name .of the Palestinians. 
President Sadat of Hgypt has béen 
-moat pest in‘ this: not so 
‘King Hussein of Jordan, It was not 
Hussein who proposed at Rabat 
that the PLO and Yasser Arafat 
speak in the nanie of the Arabs of 
Israel and the Palestinians, ‘and 
that Arafat should represent.them 
at Geneva... the argument now is 
_ ποῦ really over. the Passes or even 
whether there is to be quiet for 
three years or three and a half, 
.The subject Is —~ to quote the 
Secretary of State — that if Israel 
will not do such and such, then the 
Arabs will renew the war. The 
argument is not whether or not 
they neod the Passes, and whether 
or not we should give them up, as 
well as tho ofl. The argument is 'If 
you, Israel, do not do as Egypt 
wishes, then catastrophe will 
‘overtake you and Hurope, and 
Japan, and the U.8..,.. Please do as 
you are asked, so that the Arabs 
do not atart anothor war.’ But this 
{s also what the terrorist 
organizations say: we shall fight 
you until you do what.we want. 
“For the firat time since 1940 
there is now, in fact, talk about

making peace or by some lesser 
form of agreement. There !s no 
point in postponing this argument 
for two or three years, and then to 
reaume it ‘under worse strategic 
conditions. (i.c. after another 
withdrawal). Our position will 
then be less good for negotiating, 
and also leas good for war. 

"I don't beHeve jn ‘gaining 
time', We are not boing given ἃ 
holiday from war in the meantime 
Ἶ the events in Zion Square prove 
that." 


BUT HOW do you talk peace? 
There is a theory that you cannot 
in fact get any stability with 
Egypt without making some kind 
of settlement with the Syrians as 
well. Of course the price demand- 
ed by the Syrians might be too 
high — a return to the gun 
emplacements on the stecp hills of 
the Golan Heights overlooking the 
Kinneret. 

But the piecemeal system is not 
so much a way to pence as ἃ ruse 
that will take ua to, say, the out- 
lines of the Rogers Plan, and 
leave us in the end without peace, 
without security and without any 
cards to pluy. There are wide 
differences of opinion on whether 
Egypt, or even Syria, are at all 
anxious to start another war at 
present. Even with all the 
elements of surprise they did not 
get very far, and they would not 
get even as far as that in another 
war. 

Under present conditions 
another settlement might restore 
more ald from the U.S., but there 
is no American commitment to 
support whatever temporary posi-

tion is reached. Suppose we 
withdrew to the eastern side of :

They explain that in 
thelr parlance, the term for charl- 
ty refers to a help-out loan, short- 
term, without Interest charges or 
signed contracts.

It 1s evident that the kibbutz is 
new to prosperity. The industry 
kept losing money. When it 
achieved a proper technical stan- 
dard — it ran into the recession of 
1966/67.

But the castings factory moves 
ahead confidently. The place is 
professional indeed now, with ἃ 
(diminutive) X-ray unit, a heat- 
treatment plant, a testing 
laboratory, a marketing man in 
Nairobi, another In Nicaragua. 

Three kibbutzim, all manufac- 
turing irrigation equipment, have 
a joint distributign company call- 
ed Ravit. Michael points out: 
“Tach is from a different kibbutz 
movement, We are Thud (once 
linked with Mapai); Hatzor is 
Hashomer Hatza'ir (Mapam); 
Givat Brenner is Meuhad (once 
Nnked te Ahdut Aveda). The firat 
case evor of the three trends hav- 
ing a jolntly-owned concern." 


WHAT ABOUT hired labour? 
More than half the factory's per- 
sonnel are wage-carnors from 
neighbouring Hatzor (the 
township, not the kibbutz). There 
is a good deal of nai)-biting aboul 
that. The younger gencration in 
Kfar Hanassi are openly contemp- 
tuous of what they see as a 
breach of principles. The old- 
timers are more pragmatic. Afler 
all, did not Ben-Gurion himself 
eall on the kibbutzim to create 
employment for jobless people in 
the development areas? 

The wage-earning workers also 
divide into veterans and 
youngsters. The old-timers 
recognize their relationship with 
the kibbutz as something different 
from the usual attitude towards a 
boss. 

Say the kibbutzniks: ‘These 
workers were with us in the hard 
times. They remember when our 
toilets were holes in the ground. 
Today their living standards do 
not lag behind ours." 

That Is true. Life in the kibbutz 


is plain, without frills. But abun- 


dance exists where it is needed. 
Meals in the dining-hall tempt to 
over-eating. Michael heads a

multi-million pound enterprise, 
yet picks up his tray and cutlery 
like the rest of us, as in a self- 
service restaurant. After the meal 
we upturn our dishes into metal 
baskets on a moving belt — and 
that's the washing-up done. 

There is a swimming-pool; a 
large lounge with armchalrs, 

newspapers and a coffee bar; a 
library; a TV room; a shop. The 
shop !s a mini-supermarket. 
Members may buy coffee, 
sweetmeats, playthings for the 
children, obtain toilet articles, 
light bulbs. 

“Aren't bulbs provided by the 
kibbutz?" : 

“"They’re free of charge. Some 
other items also, — tollet paper, 

for instance.” Ἶ 

These amenities are supplied 
by the kibbutz out of its earned In- 
come. Now that the industrial sec- 
tor has become profitable, it 
provides investment funds for the 
agricultural part — avocados last 
year, the chickens this.

“Some send their 
children to spend a summer here. 
They are always amazed to find a 
full-blown factory in such a rural 
sctting.

THE KIBBUTZ will still be 
pastoral.

not hit a road, traffic, the smell of 
motor fuel. You emerge Instead 
inlo a large gardon or small park, 
with bulldings dotted about, and 
tho sound of birds singing, 

Onc of the Aarerim explains: 
“Becoming ἃ member of a kibbutz 
means accepting ἃ certain dis- 
vipline that does not exist in the 
ordinary way. The discipline of 
linking your personal lifo to the 
life of the collective." It is not an 
imposed discipline, as {n an army 
unit or ἃ monastery. It is the 
moral discipline of, so to speak, 
the extended family. 

Three members of Kibbutz 
Kfar Hanaaai don't work, because 
they can't do anything useful: 
they have slightly gone off the 
raiJs. In the city they would 
probably be treated as social 
cases. Here they are not, because 
they belong to the family. They 
live like all the others, cat in the 
dining-hall and get their personal 
budget, just as if they did work. 

The factory struggles to in- 
tereat the young members in join- 
ing its staff. But these brawny 
types do not Ike to be enclosed 
between four walls — and finan- 
eial inducements do not exist. 

“We're going to have a recruit- 
ment drive within the kibbutz," 
says Michael. The intention is not 
to expand, but to diminish the 
dependence on employed labour. 
A kibbutz industry can only be 50 
big.

TODAY, nine months after the 
Scandia factory commenced 
production, there are six shops in 
operation — two in Tel Aviv, one 
in Jerusalem, Netanya, Rishon 
Lezion and Kiryat Motzkin — and 
more will be opening soon.
